SIR OSWALD MOSLEY AND 
WIFE 
LEAVE 
PRISON 


LONDON, Nov. 20—Aged M ar­ 
shal Henri Phillipe Petain, chief 
of state of the Vichy governm ent 
of France, was reported today to 
be a prisoner of the German occu­ 
pation forces. 
A Geneva, Switzerland, dispatch 
to the London Daily Express, said 
the m arshal considers his position 
now sim ilar to th at of King Leo­ 
pold of the Belgians. 
According 
to a report to the 
newspaper Svenska DAglMadet of 
Stockholm 
Petain 
resigned 
his 
post 
and became 
a prisoner of 
Pierre Laval, chief of government 
and Nazi collaborationist. 
Petain, according to the Daily 
Express 
informations, was 
com­ 
pletely isolated in his chateau at 
Casteldon which was surrounded 
by pro-German 
armed police. He 
was said to be cut off from con­ 
tact with members of the 
Vichy 
cabinet. 
Border 
reports said the 
Ger­ 
mans were making fran tic prepar­ 
ations 
to 
take over all 
of 
the 
Vichy governmental machinery. 
Pctain ’s plight w'as said to have 
resulted 
from 
a 
move by 
the 
chief of state to deliver a speech 
in which he outlined a draft of a 
new- Democratic constitution. B ar­ 
on Krug Von Nidda, German con­ 
sul general at Vichy, was reported 
to 
have 
storm ed 
into 
Petain ’s 
chateau a few- minutes before the 
m arshal planned to broadcast the 
speech and peremptorily ordered 
him to read a substitute message.

Switzerland published the alleged­ 
ly suppressed text of the Petain 
message which said: 
“Today I represent French con­ 
stitution al authority which I in­ 
tend 
to retain as a sacred 
trust 
and 
which I will 
return a t

assembly 
from which I received it if a new 
constitution is not ratified. 
“ I do not desire m y, disappear­ 
ance shall bring about an era of 
disorder which w’ould imperil the 
un ity of France. Such is the aim 
of 
the constitutional 
act 
which 
will be promulgated tomorrow in 
the official journal. 
"Frenchmen, 
work 
together 
for the establishm ent 
of a

regime on the basis of which I will 
shortly communicate with you and 
which may give back Fran ce her 
gran deur.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20—W ash­ 
ington food officials appealed to­ 
day to the OPA for drastic cuts in 
point values on m eat following re­ 
ports that six tons of m eat are 
spoiling and being thrown away 
each week in the n ation ’s capital. 
A uthorities said the huge wast- 
a g t ia due to a serious lack of re­ 
frigeration 
facilities 
to 
provide 
speedy turn over in m eat stocks and 
the immediate need of lower point 
values to dispose of curren t ware­ 
house supplies. 
A rthur J. H arn ett, secretary of 
the W ashington Hotel Association, 
said he urged the OPA to order a 
tem porary point value reduction 
for m eat sim ilar to the two-point 
cut in pork values which was an ­ 
nounced earlier this week. 
The OPA has taken no official 
action, but an agency spokesman 
pointed out that rationing regula­ 
tions specifically provide for a 23 
percent reduction in point values 
with a corresponding price cut of 
25 percen t—to prevent spoilage. 
M eat de a l e r representatives 
charged th at the government re­ 
cently i n c r e a s e d slaughtering 
quotas without providing hotels 
and restauran ts with additional ra ­ 
tion points to absorb the huge sur­ 
plus.

the spokesman said, 
an 
undisclosed

are 
pinch-hitting 
in food 
canning 
plants w’here labor shortages have 
been acute. 
At the name time, the spokes­ 
man revealed that the government 
is considering a plan to use Ital­ 
ian prisoners for farm work with­ 
out armed guards. Now* th at Italy 
has dropped out of the war, the in­ 
terned Italians in this country are 
not strictly prisoners of war, he 
said. 
Details of this new 
proposal, 
w’hich has been under considera­ 
tion 
for several 
weeks, will 
be 
worked out by the Army, he de­ 
clared. 
Under 
present 
arrangem ents, 
both German and Italian war pris­ 
oners 
are 
kept under 
constant 
guard with guards accompanying 
internees to their w’ork in the field 
or canning plant. 
W ar prisoners are paid the pre­ 
vailing 
wage in the 
community 
but—and here s the catch—their 
employer pays the money direct 
to Uncle SlAm and it goes into the 
U. fi. treasury. 
Actually, the prisoners receive 
—when they work in the fields or 
in 
canneries—80 cents a day 
as 
outlined at the Geneva convention 
in 1929. 
The 
WFA spokesman 
pointed 
out, however, that the prisoners 
average only about IO days work 
per month per man and said that 
"they don't compare with Ameri­ 
can farm labor in man hours by a 
long ways." 
Generally 
speaking, 
Italians 
make better farm hands than Ger­ 
mans, he declared. Nazi prisoners 
are, for the most part, sullen and 
prefer * not to work, according to 
the WFA official.

It is 
unquestionably one of the best 
cathartics we have, principally be­ 
cause it is not habit forming and 
it is not necessary to increase the 
dose from week to month as is the 
case with most cathartics. 
I# I doubt, however, whether Its 
action is that of a “ lubricant.” It 
ia ray opinion that it acta as a 
foreign body. In other words it 
stimulates the muscles of the 
bowel to movements just like 
ro ug ha g e 
in the food. 


Acts aa Foreign Body 
This tendency to act as a foreign 
body is th? cause of all the trouble 
it makes. If a amall amount were 
injected under the skin with a 
hypodermic syringe it would not 
be absorbed as many ether fats 
are. It would stay where it v al 
put and remain as a lump aud ac­ 
cumulate around it white blood 
cella and swab body cells aa fre­ 
quently curt ©un d a foreign body 
until finally they would isolate it 
and It woald practically be an ab­ 
lates*. 
Tlua can occur in the bowel wall 
when it is tak en for constipation. 
Globu les of the oil are forced into 
the intestinal cry pts and rebait in 
chronic ind igestion. 
Many mothers used liquid pet­ 
rolatum to clean out a child's nose, 
instilling a few d rops during the 
daily toilet. It is possible for this 
also to act as a foreign body and 
cau se chronic sinus infection with 
the symptoms of a continuous cold. 
It is really unnecessary to perform 
this naful toilet daily and if 
it 
seems to be necessary worm salt 
water is the best thing to u se. 


Again liquid petrolatum is used 
as a daily bath-cleansing of the 
sk in o f infants. In most cases it 
does no harm, but there have been 
sev eral cases of thin irritation re­ 
p o rted from its use. Especially is 
this likely to occur when the oil is 
rubbed into the skin rigorously so 
th*; it penetrates the skin fol­ 
licles. 
Effort at Thoroughness 
Many mothers do this under the 
conscientious idea that they must 
be thorough. Aa a matter of fact 
we are all in North America likely 
to be too thorough about the clean­ 
liness of our skin. A baby whose 
skin is washed twice a week with 
soap and water will be perfectly 
clean and much more likely to have 
a healthy and functioning skin 
than a baby who is oiled every day. 
Not long ago a medical friend of 
mine had a skin eruption and put 
the time honored ointment of aine 
oxide on it. Instead of soothing it 
proved very irritating. And no 
wonder because in the old days 
ointment of aine oxide was made 
with benzoated lard for a base, 
but in tho ninth revision of the 
U. S. Pharmacopeia soft petrola­ 
tum was substituted. Lard is a fat, 
petrolatum is a methane hydrocar­ 
bon. 
Dr. Zahorsky, a well known chil­ 
dren's specialist, writes: “ Petro­ 
latum is a foreign body lo be used 
only aa an emollient on the sound 
skin and like all foreign matter 
should be removed with soap and 
water.

Again liquid petrolatum is u&ed 
as a daily bath-cleansing of the 
skin of infants. In most cases it 
does no harm, but there hay* been 
several cases of skin irritation re­ 
ported from ita use. Especially is 
this likely to occur when the oil is 
rubbed into the skin vigorously so 
that it penetrates the skin fol­ 
licles. 
Effort at Tborooghnesa 
Many mothers do this under the 
conscientious idea that they must 
be thorough. As a matter of fact 
we are all in North America likely 
to be too thorough about the clean­ 
liness of our skin. A baby whose 
akin is washed twice a week with 
soap and water will be perfectly 
clean and much more likely to have 
a healthy and functioning skin 
than a baby who is oiled every day. 
Not long ago a medical friend of 
mine had a skin eruption and put 
the time honored ointment of zinc 
oxide on it. Instead of soothing it 
proved very irritating. And no 
wonder because in the old days 
ointment of aine oxide was made 
with benzoated lard for a base. 
but in the ninth revision of the 
U. S. Pharmacopeia soft petrola­ 
tum was substituted. Lard is a fat, 
petrolatum is a methane hydrocar­ 
bon. 
Dr. Zahorsky, a well known chil­ 
dren's specialist, writes; “Petro­ 
latum is a foreign body lo be used 
only aa an emollient on the sound 
skin and like all foreign matter 
should be removed with soap and 
water.

science. He saw himself as the 
cheat and sinner he was, and he

He wo uld giv e half his 
wealth away The law required 
him to giv e back o nly o ne-fifth o f 
what he had sto len by o v er tax ­ 
ing. but he preferred to treat the 
matter as plain and simple theft, 
and make the fullest po ssible 
measure o f amends.

The fame o f J esus must 
hav e reached the city and peo ple 
were anx io us to see this Man they 
had heard abo ut. 21acchaeus, being 
v ery sho rt, and fearing that he 
wo uld miss the sight o f the Lo rd, 
climbed *a sy camo re 
tree and 
lo o ked do wn fro m his branch as 
J esus came near. 
When J esus came to the place 
where Zacchaeus was, He lo o ked 
up and saw him and said, "Zac­ 
chaeus, make haste, and co me 
do wn, fo r to day I must abide at 
thy ho use." 
Imagine Zacchaeus' ex citement» 
and ho w' ho no red he must hav e 
felt! He made haste to co me do wn 
and receiv ed his Master jo y fully .

THOU SHALT not steal. What 
commandment Is more often vio­ 
lated than this? We may not steal 
our neighbor’s money, silver, or 
other portable property, but we 
may take hi* good name, we may 
cheat him In a business deal, 
charge him too much for some­ 
thing of ours he wishes to buy. 
even cheat him at some game we 
are playing merely for fun. 
In 
our 
civilization 
property 
rights are very Important. They 
are fundamental, and those who 
take away what is ours, are doing 
us a wrong. They are also doing 
themselves a wrong, as their char­ 
acters suffer when they break this 
commandment. We have a right to 
protect our property, whatever it 
may be, but that does not mean 
that we shouldn't share what we 
have with others who have noth­ 
ing No follower of Jesus could 
possibly think that. 
“Thou shalt not defraud thy 
neighbor, neither rob him; the 
wages of him that is hired shall 
not abide with thee all night until 
the morning.” We talked about 
this verse in a recent lesson so 
need say no more about it here. 
Story of Zacchaeus 
Nov.’ we pass to the New Tes­ 
tament story of Zacchaeus, the 
Uttle man who wa* a tax collector 
for the Romans and ao despised by 
his countrymen. He wa* the chief 
publican and rich. 
Je*us arrived at Jericho, which 
is situated far below the sea level 
and was considered a very* wicked 
city. The fame of Jesus must 
have reached the city and people 
were anxious to see this Man they 
had heard about. Zacch&eus, being 
very short, and fearing that he 
would miss the sight of tho Lord, 
climbed *s sycamore tree and 
looked down from his branch as 
Jesus came near. 
When Jesus came to the place 
where Zacchaeus wa*. He looked 
up and saw him and said, “Zac- 
chacun, make haste, and come 
down, for to day I must abide at 
thy house " 
Imagine Zacchaeus’ excitement 
and how honored he must have 
felt? He made haste to come down 
and received his Master Joyfully. 
Others were not so pleased, and 
said to one another that “He w*as 


gone to be guest with a man that 
is a sinner." 
Jesus went home with Zac* 
chaeus and Zacchaeus wa* so 
moved that he stood up and said, 
•Behold, Lord, the half of my 
goods I give to the poor; and if I 
have taken anything from any 
man by false accusation, I restore 
to him fourfold.” 
Zacchaeus had been converted 
in the course of the conversation 
he had had with Jesus. He had 
suffered a real change of heart. He 
probably had known of the dislike 
with w’hich he w’as regarded by 
loyal Jews. He not only worked 
for the Romans, but he may have 
cheated his neighbors by making 
them pay more taxes than was 
right, extorting money from them. 
Now he was convicted of his 
wrongdoing 
by hi* own 
con­ 
science. He saw himself as the 
cheat and sinner he was, and he 
started 
right 
then 
to 
make 
amends. He would give half his 
wealth away The law required 
him to give back only one-flfth of 
what he had stolen by over tax­ 
ing but he preferred to treat the 
matter aa plain and simple theft, 
and make 
the fullest possible 
measure of amends. 


Zarchaeus Is Saved 
“And Jesus said unto him, This 
day is salvation come to this 
house, forsomuch as he also is a 
son of Abraham. For the Son of 
Man is come to seek and to save 
that which was lost." This beauti­ 
ful story is one of the happy days 
in Jesus' life on earth. He had 
saved a soul, made it whole again. 
8ome time after this Incident, 
Jesus, being now in Jerusalem, 
went to the temple. Once He had 
cleared the money changers out 
of the outer court where they 
were selling sacrifices to the peo­ 
ple. They were' back again, and 
Luke tells us that "He went into 
the temple, and began to cast out 
them that sold therein, and them 
that bought; Saying unto them, 
It is written, My house is the 
house of prayer; but ye have made 
it a den of thieves.” 
By this action Jesus meant to 
show the multitudes around Him 
in a way they could not mistake, 
that the holy house was already 
desecrated by the intrusion of this 
bargaining, and made a place no 
better than a large bazaar. They 
were profaning their temple not 
only by this buying and selling, 
but by the spirit they manifested. 
The religious decay of the na­ 
tion grieved Him, for He saw that 
a mere outward service, an obser­ 
vation of the forms and cere­ 
monies without a change, of heart, 
were leading the Jewish religion 
to decay and ultimate ruin.
